ITEM 1 February2011 minutes were reviewed and APPROVED. 

ITEM2 April 11 Grantee Reception at Town Hall. Grant recipients were asked to bring materials to display; we 
need to remind them and confirm that they received their invitation and will be present on April 11.

2010-16, Liza Halley, Robbins Library. Stephanie reported the program is underway with 11 people registered 
(fewer than the 18 they were hoping for) 

2010-19, Malong Malual. Anyah waiting on word from the contact on project progress. 

2010-18, Sherry Donovan of Thompson School will submit RFP shortly. Sharon suggested to Anyah that she 
check with the MCC to see if it has to be the PTO to submit the RFP; Sharon thought perhaps the ACC might not be 
able to give directly to the school. Anyah will check on this. 

ITEM 5 Treasurer's Report. Sharon mentioned that there are 5 outstanding grants, as mentioned above. We are 
now earning no intereston ouraccounts. And she anticipates falling well below the $500 budgeted for 
administrative expenses since we spentso little for2010 Town Day. 

ITEm 6 Grant Cycle Business: Grant Recipient Publicity-- Grant recipients were contacted and asked to provide a 
project description and image for an Arlington Advocate publicity piece to be run in the March 24 or April 7 issue; 
Karin is awaiting word from Nicole at the Advocate. Karin has collected all blurbs and images and forwarded them 
to Nicole; she will try to come up with an image and blurb for those recipients who have not yet submitted any. She 
will forward blurbs to Scott so he can post them on the ACC website. 

ITEM 7 New Business. 

Stephanie announced the formation of the Public Art Committee, a sub-committee of the Arlington Center for 
the Arts; members include David Ardito, Nancy Muise, Adria Arch, John Budzyna, Jane Howard, Kurt Fusaris, Jean 
VanOrman. Group meets monthly on third Thursdayat 10 a.m. 

Sharon provided update on ATED (Arlington Committee on Touristand Economic Development that is working 
on the Battle Road Scenic Byway, linking Arlington, Lexington and Concord. They are talking about public art 
opportunities so there maybe opportunities for synergy with the new Public Art Committee. Sharon will forward 
information on an upcoming public meeting. 

Eliza mentioned attending the Robbins Lib/Arlington Garden Club event "Books in Bloom" in early March, a 
wonderful cultural eventfor Arlington. Encourages people to attend next year.
